The Pruasiaua abandoned that point with so much 
precipitation m at m any cattle, a large amount of 
forage, Ac., were left behind, all of which fell into 
the bands of the French. 
SUCCESSFUL FBBNCB BBC0NNOIS8ANCE. 
General Rigan reports from Cbevlily on Wednes­ 
day that he had reconnoitred towards Toury with 
three brigades of cavalry and infantry and a few 
guns. 
He reached Chlsses at about seven o’clock, 
snrrounded the village and took five Bavarian pris­ 
oners and some guns. Resssyre’s ortgade turned 
the village on the right, and the enemy’s cavalry, 600 
strong, supported by 2,000 infantry, were obliged to 
retreat precipitately towards Paris. The French 
pursued ‘them three hours’ march beyond Tonry. 
tiencral Rigan ascertained the presence, with these 
forces, of Prince Albert of 8»Ee-Melnengen, and of 
Prince Albert of 8»xe-Altenl>ourg.

London, Oct. o. 1870. 
The following letter has Just been received from 
the N ew York H era ld corrcspundeut at the head­ 


quarters of the German army:— 


Versailles, Oct. 1, 1870. 
A tew days ago the headquartcra ot the King of 
Prussia were removed to Versailles. An order has 
been Issued that none but the officers and men on 
duly shall enter the palace, but King Wilhelm’s pass 
opens all the doors and to all pans of the linos ex­ 
cept immediately aronnd Paris, where the Germans 
are tortlfylng. 


HISTORICAL REMINISCENCES. 
This visit of King W Hliam to the palace of Ver­ 
sailles has proved quite interesting, on entering 
the ground floor that grinning, sharp old monkey. 
Voltaire, hails the enemies of France, seeming to 
remind them of hla literary victories over the great 


Frederick. A step further and a host of Prussian 
mlUtary officers are seen peering into chambers 


filled with the most interesting and thrilling of his­ 
torical paintings in existence. Here ate reoresenta- 
ttons of the campaigns of Napoleon the First. How 
can we comoare them with the campaigns of the 
other Napoleon we have personally seen ? We have 
seen Hedan, but look yonder at Dim and its glories. 
Here, too, we see tlie great conqueror towering over 
the Prussian queen and over Berlin Itself. 
The 
Prussian officers were tickled when they saw paint­ 
ings representing Solferino and the MalaKoff and 
the taking or Mexico. There were the new colors 
and gaudy frames tottering and clattering over the 
prim but now faded glories of the second empire. 
WILD RUMORS. 
The wildest rumors were prevalent at Versailles 
two days ago. I was assured by the French peas­ 
ants that a great Dattle was In progress between the 
forces of Prince Frederick Charles and those of Ba- 
zaine. On the same authority I learned mat an 
army of 120.000 men from the south of France were 
ilng rapidly upon Versailles. The truth 
that no movement of an aggressive character has 
been attempted by the French, or will be for some 
time to come, if ever. 
PRUSSIAN PBEPAR4TI0N3. 
Meantime the German army Is quietly aud mdus- 
trionsly Intrenching and fortifying the positions 
occupied by them, apparently with a view to a long 
stay. Their earthworks are Intended to resist sor­ 
ties rather than to be used in an active attack upon 
Pans, still, rumors are current In the camp, and 
are, doubtless, true, that heavy siege guns are to be 
brought up and mounted on the heights ot Meudon 
and Clamartin order to silence Fort d’lssy, which 
threatens to give trouble. RcuUer, it is said, makes 
the assault on that quarter; but it Is less easy to 
take the fort tiu n to attack it. 
A FALSE ALARM. 
CouUnuol aUutas occur along the lines of the be 
sieging army, which, however, are natural enough 
in the course of things warlike. Yesterday some 
otecers galloped up to the house where I spent the 
night, bringing to the division general the startling 
intelligence that an advance upon their lines was 
being made by the French. 
Within ten minutes 
crowds of Prussian soldiers, their helmets and 
bayonets glittering In the light, were m arch­ 
ing in the direction Indicated, followed by an 
artillery train ami the baggage, ambulance and am­ 
munition wagoii.s. Tne staff soon alter got up. and, 
with ihelr trappings, made an Imposing force. The 
Prussian division was soon under way and ready 
for action; but there was utf enemy to light, and it 
retnriicd to camp much like the firemen of New York 
after a false ulartii. 
NEWS FROM PARIS. 
The absence of any war news renders everything 
Onll. The only occasional enllvenment is caused by 
the receipt of papers or the bringing In of reriigee.s 
aud deserters bold enough to escape from Paris, 
One,

purports 
to 
be a workman desirous of reaching Boissy, which 
Is bis place of residence. He said that Paris was 
calm and tranquil. Occasionally there were outrages 
perpetrated by the mob, nrlnolpally upon unoccu­ 
pied dwellhigH and warehouses In the absence of the 
soldiery. The Parisians arc awaiting an attack. 
They are resolved to resist to the bitter end, but are 
dying of «m uí. Great excitement attends the de- 
parturc of the balloons. Drilling Is constant anti the 
National Guards are praised lor the great rapidity 
with which they are acquiring proficiency. The regu­ 
lars are reported to be terribly demoralized. 
More 
than one tliouHund of them are iu the guard houses 
and prisons. According to the account or this 
mvi-ier, some alarm Is felt in the oily at the spread 
ofa fever of a typhus character, suijcrlnduced, ihe 
doctors say, by the fright and anxiety of the pa­ 
tients. He also reports tho rumors prevalent in 
Paris yesterday that Jules F»vre hud demanded ano­ 
ther interview with Bismarck, with a view to mak­ 
ing further citorts to conclude a treaty of peace. 
DF.8ULT0BY FIRING. 
It must not he imagtned that all is quiet and safe 
here because uo great movement is at present con­ 
templated. Along the front in every direction the 
constant desultory fire of musketry and the occa­ 
sional hissing aud explosion of shells and the heavy 
boom of cannon are the normal soiimls. Wounded 
men are constantly brought in. It is rare, in fact, 
that the tiring Is not without effect. 
WIIAT BISMAUCX DOES .NWr DESIIIE. 
I w as told to-day, on good auihority, that Count 
Bismarck has not the slightest intention to luierfero 
lu Italian politics and does not desire to inherit the 
legacy of the French empire.

TACTICS OF THE FRENCH. 
On the following day an order was received from 
tho General commanding at Lille for all the Gardes 
Mobile to fall back as soon as the Germana appeared. 
The Gardes Mobiles have no artillery, whhe every 
German force numbering five hundred men has a 
proportionate number of field guns. The MobUes 
are discouraged, so far as I have seen, and are 
anxious for a stoppage of the war. 
ANOTHER COMBAT. 
Leaving Clermont yesterday (Friday) 1 came on 
hero Just in time to witness another skirmish.

The cavalry fell back upon two 
pieces of artillery and six hundred infantry in Ihelr 
rear, when tho entire force moved forward and 
drove the Mobiles back upon Allly-sur-Noye, The 
Prussians then occupied Breteull. 
PRUSSIAN MOVEMENTS.

A 8BBI0U8 ENGAGEMENT EXPECTED. 
It is evident that between Ronen and Clermont, a 
day or two hence, the most serious engagement that 
has yet occurred between the Gardes Mobiles and 
the Germans will take place. The former are mov­ 
ing up in masses from all points ontside to occupy 
North Ptcady and East Normandy, orders received 
from Paris and Tours being to prevent the formation 
of the seconii cordon at any cost. But the hope of 
BuccossiuUy defending any of the towns tn North 
and Northeast France seems utterly hopeless la the 
present broken and scattered condition of the 
French.

They also excelled lu m axlag dies 
and In the process of coining. A few weeks ago

Oarola. a quiet, gentlem anly looking Spaniard, had 
apparently plenty of money: tue otoer, a coarser 
looking m an, and loosely dres»e<1, slated to the 
m aster of the vessel th at he was without funds save 
tnirtjr-two dollars, which he paid on going aboard, 
but promised to pay the balance on arriving lu New 
\orlc. They bad a long passage and reached Upper 
Quarantine at about four o’clock yesterday aiier- 
noon. There was a stiff breeze blowing at the time, 
but a boat ran out to them from toe shore ef Staten 
Island, and the schooner wa* oBderoJ to “lay to” 
whUe two gentlem en boarded her. 
They inquired 
for the passengers, when the two Spaniards came 
forward, and one of tbe gcntlemon. announc­ 
ing himself as an aid to Colonel Whitley, of the 
United states Secret service Bureau, arrested them. 
They were handcuffed and searched, when a gold 
dollar was found ou (larcla, punctured with a small 
hole and having a peculiar piece of metal adhering 
to It in toe qen. re. There was also found upon toe 
prisoner a jagged piece or m etal resembling unpnl- 
islieJ gold, about one-fourth of an inch m lUlckness 
and nearly two Inches square. One side of this was 
éngraved with two angels reading,

general appearance looked like the plaies from 
which engravings are printed. The two trunks 
were removed wlih some difficulty, 0110 of them 
being very heavy, and the prisoners, with their 
offecu, were traugferred to the shere and aftor- 
v íafm í6dg1i£ uh to IL0 c;ty ou toe lerrvboat.

To THE E d ito r o f t h e U b ra ld :— 
It seems to be generally assumed that the out­ 
break of yellow fever on Governor’s Island owes its 
origin to Infection from toe crews of some vessels 
irom tropical ports that have evaded QuarauUne. 
Perm it one who has had some experience of yeUow 
fever during a lengQiened residence In tbe West 
Indies to suggest for the consideration of tbe Health 
Officer whether the disease m ay not have been en­ 
tirely of local origin, wholly disconnected with lu- 
fectlou er any other external cause. And here let 
me observe th at in the West Indies no one dream s 
of yellow fever being com m unicated by infccHoa, 
and tbe health officers there would no more think 
of attem pting to exclude It by quarantm o than of 
staying the trade wluds w ith a baud bellows. In 
all tbe Am erican Islands and regions within the 
tropics yellow fever Is endem ic—ttiut is to say, in 
no one year are they wholly free from It, alihuugh 
the 
periods 
when 
it 
appears 
m 
an 
epi­ 
demic form 
are 
often 
lar 
apart. 
Sporadic 
ca»es 
are 
found, 
however, every year; 
aud 
nothing shows to my mind more satisfactorily the 
uon-lnieoiious character of tho disea!e than toe 
fact that these sporadic cases never extend, and 
are always to be accounted tor by local m alaria. 
I 
have had yellow lever patients die lu my arm s with­ 
out tho smallest ill consequences to myself. Dr. 
Baucroft, whose work ou yellow lever is one of the 
tex t books on Hiat dlsoa.se, w ent so lar as to taste 
ttie black ronilt, which Is one of the peculiar shar- 
actert»t;C8 of this type of fever, and he entirely re- 
pudlated tbe Idea of Infection. 
I have known sporadic cases occur In dam p and 
unhealthy localities, where sereial unaccUmatod 
persons were resident together on the same planta­ 
tion; one of these would be attacked with fever, 
which rapidly assumed toe type of yellow lever, aud 
was as rapidly fatal; while another, suffering from 
the sam e malarial poison, would expeneuce only a 
sharp attack of interm ittent. Had the disease, then, 
been epidemic, in all liuman probabUity tbe whole 
batch would have been, as is too often the case, 
swept off by the disease. In the coses I have re- 
ferriMl to there was, there could be, uo communica­ 
tion with other affecteajndivlduals. 
I rem em ber a case of, I Uiink, three young men in 
the m ilitary service of Great Britain, who had re­ 
cently arrived from England and had taken np their 
residence in a large, airy house, in Kingston. Ja ­ 
maica. These young men were attacked In succea- 
Bion by fever. In two of the cases tbe symptom.» of 
yeliow fdver were fully developed and both died. 
The third had a severe attack of bilious rem ittent 
fever, w lthont the yellow skin or black vomit. He 
was removed and survived. On Investigation a 
large garden tank was found under the windows of 
their bleeping apartm ents, which was nearly filled 
with decayccf and decaving vegetable m atter, m ost 
foul aud pernicious In its character. No one could 
doubt th at tbe m aiaria had sprung from this cause. 
I could nam e very many lustauces of a sim ilar 
character. I have known the crow of a man-of-war 
nearly annihilated, until the survivors were landed 
aud toe ve.ssel examined, when tho bilges were 
found 
80 foul and nirphltlc that tho negroes em­ 
ployed to cleanse them were drawn up tn an almost 
moribund condition. Dnce cleansed, however, there 
was no more yellow fever on the ship. 
Yellow fever Is emphatically an American disease, 
and it m ust »oe borne In uilnd that we have just gone 
through an unusually long season of somctTiIng 
more than tropical heat. Why may not m alarU, 
under such clrcurasiances, here produce tropical 
di.-.easc within a tem pcralure essentially tropical?

The M c«e ul Tnrfa. 
The siego of Paris, which began to loom 
upon the Parisiani with the disastrous rout of 
the splendid army of Mac.Mahon on the Rhine 
frontier, became a certainty (uniese avoided 
by a treaty of peace) after the astounding 
capitulation of Sedan. 
After Sadowa there 
was a treaty of peace which saved the capital 
of A ustria; but alter Sedan, whioh Involved 
the overthrow of the responsible government 
of France and the substitution of a provi­ 
sional republic resolved 
upon the expul­ 
sion of the enemy, there was no alternative 
to King William but the siege of Paris. 
Ac­ 
cordingly bis resistless army columns from 
Sedan were moved down upon 
the city. 
They have encircled it, and by an Impassable 
waU of steel they have isolated it from the 
outside world. 
They have so far completed 
the prodigious work of investment in a circuit 
of thirty miles that they are reported as ready 
to commence operations not only upon some 
of the exterior defensive forts, but in the 
bombardment of the city itself. 
We have meantime, through the limited 
aerial mail facilities of balloons and carrier 
pigeons, information from within the walls, 
that though the oity has two millions of con­ 
sumers of provisions, and is totally cut off 
from all outside sources of supply, it is still 
provided with means of subsistence which may 
be made to hold out for three or four mouths ; 
that the Seine, flowing through the city, fur­ 
nishes an abundant supply of water, which 
cannot be cut off; that the armed defenders 
within the city’s walls and exterior fortifica­ 
tions far exceed in number three hundred 
thousand men; that they have an abundance 
of ammunition for small arms and artillery; 
that they are preparing for offensive opera­ 
tions; and from Tours wo learn that on the 
Rhone and the Loire other armies are rapidly 
forming to come to the rescue. 
Those reports 
of the state of things in Paris are from the 
city’s defenders, who, of course, represent 
their situation in the most favorable light. 
We really, however, know no more of what is 
going on from day to day iu Paris than of the 
events transpiring in the inner city of Pekin 
or iu the streets of Timbiictoo-a fact which, 
in this boasted epoch of advanced civilization, 
is the most astounding of all the astounding 
facts of the wonderful nineteenth century. 
Assuming, however, that the internal condi­ 
tion of Paris, as represented at Tours through 
those balloon and pigeon expresses, is sub­ 
stantially true, may not General Trochu be 
preparing for a sortie upon which he calcu­ 
lates to change the fortune.? of the war ? With 
an army of three hundred thousand men at his 
command is it not within bis power to sally 
out en masse upon some weak point of the 
enemy’s encircling line and double it up by 
mere weight of numbers, as Stonewall Jack­ 
son, in an overwhelming flank attack, doubled 
up and pushed away from Richmond tbe army 
of McClellan ? Some such brilliant coup as 
this may be contemplated by Trochu, and in 
the little outside skirmishes with the Germans, 
now occurring almost every day, he may be 
training his soldiers for a grand attack; but 
the repeated failures of Bazaine with his vete­ 
ran soldiers In his sorties from Metz are 
rather calculated to dlscour.ige than to invite 
any such experiments with the raw troops of 
Paris. 
General Grant, we sre informed from a 
reliable source at Washlngion, “so far from 
uttering a doubt, as alleged, witn reference to 
the Pnissians being able to capture Paris, to-day 
(October 5) expressed the opinion that ili?v 
would be successful, judging by all the mili- 
tiiry circumstances.” 
General Grant thinks 
tint from “all the military circumstances” 
- will have to capitulate, or that it will be 
by the investing German army; and th^s 
.1)1), from the hero of the sieges of Vicks- 
b' 
and of Petersburg and Richmond, will 
command universal attention and respect. 
Assuming that the issue of the siege will 
establish the soundness of this opinion, and 
that Paris, a month or two or three months 
hence, from the combined pressure of isola­ 
tion, bombardment, hunger and internal dis­ 
orders, will bo reduced to a surrender, what 
then? 
Will the government at Tours succumb 
and ask for peace or an armistice, or will it 
be still controlled by the implacable and im­ 
practicable “reds” in favor of war to “ the 
last ditch?” 
We think it altogether probable that the fall 
of Paris will bring even the most violent of 
the members of the existing French govern­ 
ment to terms of peace, with the conviction 
that further resistance will only entail upon 
France further losses, sufferings and humilia­ 
tions. 
Count 
Bismarck has emphatically 
declared that Prussia has nothing to do with 
the business of establishing the local govern­ 
ment of France, but that short of a responsi­ 
ble or regular government Prussia must hold 
some material guarantees in entering into 
a treaty of peace. 
That the present provi­ 
sional establishment of France, with or before 
the capture of Paris, will be brought into such 
stipulations for peace as will save France from 
further misfortunes, and secure to her the 
republic, we can hardly doubt. 
Meanwhile 
we cannot dismiss the conviction that England, 
Russia and Austria, acting conjointly at this 
crisis with Prussia and with France In behalf 
of peace, would speedily put an end to this 
disastrous and deplorable war.

The great war in Franco is becoming almost 
tediously monotonous. 
The preparations for 
the bombardment of Paris are almost com­ 
pleted, and until that bombardment commences 
we must content ourselves with desultory ac- 
couuta of skirmishes here and there, the pro­ 
gress of the movement south and the detached 
operations ef the uhlans and the tireurs. 
The 
grand strategic opsrations are evidently con­ 
cluded. 
Von Moltke’s work is done. 
The 
resisting power of France is penned up in 
Paris and Metz, and there is nothing for the 
Prussians to do but to hammer It to death by 
persisteut blows. 
IV) use a pugilistic simile, 
Prussia has France’s head in chauoery. There 
is no skilful parrying necessary, no scientific 
thrusts—nothing but heavy ponndiug. 
The uhlans continue their raids with the 
audacity for which this admirable force of the 
Prussian cavalry has made itself fkmous. 
They attacked St. Just, just above Clermont, 
about thirty miles north of Paris, on the 28th, 
and held posseaslou of the town, although they 
bad a sharp fight with the Garde MobUe 
to get it. 
They now occupy Clermont 
and Bretenll, and will soon hold Amiens 
and Neufohatel 
They have very recently 
been operating between Beauvais and Rouen 
west of Evreux and in the neighborhood of 
Chartres, Pithiviers and Fontainebleau, so that, 
as a glauce at the map will show, they form 
almost an unbroken cordon, counting the 
heavy infantry forces at Solssons and Chalons, 
around Paris, an advanced line of pickets 
forty miles outside of their own investing line. 
A sharp fight is said to await them in the 
neighborhood of Rouen, where Gardes Mobiles 
are congregating with orders to prevent the 
formation of this cordon of videttes at any 
cost. 
Orders have been issued from Lille 
directing the Garde Mobile to withdraw before 
the advance of any heavy body of uhlans, 
probably with a view to concentrating at 
Rouen for that purpose. 
The fight at Chateau Gaillard, near Fon­ 
tainebleau, on the 4th, is reported to have been 
an important defeat of the Prussians, com­ 
pelling them to evacuate Pithiviers. 
It was, 
however, merely a snap of the finger to the 
investing lines about Paris. 
Our corres­ 
pondent at Versailles, in fact, says that no 
strong movement against the besiegers can be 
made by Southern France for a long time to 
come. 


T be Empresa Euaenle In Bncland. 
A special cable despatch from London to 
the N ew Y o r k H e r a l d has made it plain to 
our readers that in England the Empress 
Engiinie has not found herself so uncomfort­ 
able after all. 
It was the opinion of many 
that the royal family had been lacking in 
courtesy to the fallen Empress and that the 
aristocracy bad forgotten to fawn because 
favors were no longer to be had. 
It now 
appears from a letter 
addressed by the 
Empress to the Emperor that Queen Victoria,, 
directly on the arrival of the Empress in 
England, offered to make her a state visit, 
which the Empress with great good sense 
thouiht had better be postponed. 
Kindly 
messages were sent her by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales—messages recalling the 
pleasant memories of the past when the 
Empress made them happy in the Tuilerics, 
and expressing a willingness to do what they 
could to add to her comfort. 
In addition the 
aristocracy have 
been assiduous in their 
attentions, Lord Asbburnham offering her his 
mansion in Sussex and the Duke of Norfolk 
arid the Marquis of Lansdowue begging per­ 
mission ta pay their respects. 
ÁÜ this is as it 
should be. 
Fallofl ¿fektaess Is always enti­ 
tled to respect. 
Queen Victoria would 
have been her true self if she bad acted other­ 
wise than she has done. 
A good queen, a 
noble example to her people, she has always 
been a true woman. 
It is gratifying to know 
that the Prince and Princess of Wales have 
not been wanting in that nobleness which be­ 
comes their high position. 
And all the atten­ 
tion which has been shown the Empress has 
been shown to a lady whom all the world has 
learned to esteem aud love. 
No woman in 
history has figured more bravely than the 
Empress Eugi^nie ; and if she has fallen from 
her high position she has fallen not because 
of folly, but because the fates for the preéent 
are against her. 
It is not by any means im­ 
possible that she may yet shine in the Tuile- 
ries and dispense her imperial favors. 
In any 
case it is well that England, the boasted 
asylum of liberty, should treat her well.

seems to be no doubt of the fact that the 
Hamburg steamer Westphalia, which left this 
port last Wednesday, was chased by the 
French gunboat La Touche Trevllle, but 
having the advantage of her adversary in 
point of speed she managed to keep her at a 
respectful distance and to escape her alto­ 
gether. 
It seems that the La Touche Treville 
convoyed the Ville de Paris for some distance 
out to sea, and that, sighting the Westphalia 
some forty miles from the Highland Light, the 
Frenchman attempted to intercept her, but 
failed by a gap of four miles, and, abandoning 
the chase, returned to port yesterday morn­ 
ing, where she will probably await another 
chance of renewing the chase on another Ger­ 
man vessel. 
It is very questionable whether 
this partial blockade of the port of a neutral 
is authorized by internatioual law. 
If it is it 
shows that that law most certainly needs 
revision and correction. 
American sympa­ 
thies are largely with the French republic in 
the present war, but such an embargo on the 
free commerce of our ports is not calculated 
to strengthen those sympathies. 


I f t h e Y o u n g D e m o c ra c y had had brains 
it might have played sad havoc with Old Tam­ 
many ; but being brainless as well as soulless, 
and being, furthermore, particularly impecu­ 
nious, it has gone the way of all vapid politi­ 
cal organizations. 


W a l l S t r e e t P u z z le d .— The speculative 
fraternity in WaU street are puzzled over the 
remarkable advance in American securities in 
Loudon and the altered aspect of the European 
war, which is now regarded as less hopeful of 
future victories for the German armies. 
The 
former continues to send gold down, but there 
is no knowing when the Prussians may begin 
a retreat from Paris and give gold an upward 
turn. 
WaU street is consequently on the 
fence again. 


Tbe O ucrilla W arAtre la Fm n ce. 
Patriotism is a sentiment deep-rooted in the 
human soul. 
Notwithstanding the terrible de­ 
feats of tbe French army, from the Rhine to 
the Seine, France to-day presents to all the 
world tbe splendid spectacle of a people de­ 
termined to defend their beautiful capital to 
the last, and to do aU that can be done to 
regain for tbe nation what imperial imbecUUy 
has loat. 
However much we may admire tbe 
strategy and strength whioh have brought tbe 
Prussian armies to the walls of Paris, we 
cannot fail to feel the sad condition to which 
the French as a people have been brought, and 
to sympathize with them in their efforts to 
drive the arrogant invader from their soU. 
It 
was supposed that after the surrender of Mao- 
Mahon’s army and the Emperor Napoleon at 
Sedan, Strasbourg and Metz would immedi­ 
ately capitulate, and the war be at an end. 
But Strasbourg made a stubborn resistance, 
and Metz stUI nainUins a determined attitude. 
Paris, 
with its barricades and bastions, 
accepts the alternative of a protracted siege, 
and the French people everywhere are rising 
to resist what now appears to be the Prussian 
policy of the complete humlUation of tbe people 
and the dismemberment of France. 
Reports 
from the seat of war show that, though tbe 
French battaUons have 
been broken, the 
fragments that escaped have not lost their 
viUUty, and that these, reorganized, are still 
capable of presenting to the foe a powerful and 
determined front. 
Fugitives from many fatal 
fields have had a common rendezvous with 
fresh troops In Paris, where half a miUlon 
men, behind elaborate fortifications, will de­ 
fend the capital and endeavor to restore the 
fame of France. 
The government at Tours is disposed to 
make a levy en masse to meet the victorious 
columns of the Prussians ; but, while the people 
in the rear of the German armies may wisely 
censider it inexpedient to respond universally 
to this call, 
independent bands will un­ 
doubtedly harass 
the 
armies of iuvasion 
and occasionally pounce upon their flanks. 
In the movements of grand armies guerilla 
warfare is despised. 
It is an evidence of 
weakness rather than of strength. 
Iu Itself 
it has not an honorable place in military 
science. 
Generally speaking a guerilla is 
little better than a spy. 
Capture entails on 
each the probability of certain death. But 
guerilla warfare is an auxiliary to which the 
people of an invaded country often find it 
necessary to resort. 
It has played an import­ 
ant part in sanguinary strife, especially in pro­ 
tracted wars. Had King Tbeodorus used some 
of his barbarian bands along the line leading 
into the interior of his country tbe British 
army would have had a less easy and triumph­ 
ant march through Abyssinia to Magdala, and 
he might not have had to blow out bis royal 
barbarian brains in the desperation of defeat. 
The evident intention of the Prussians to 
settle down for some time in France, as the 
Austrians did in Italy in 1848, already sug­ 
gests to the French people the necessity of 
harassing them at every favorable point. King 
William’s words assured the world that he 
was warring, not against France, but against 
Napoleon. 
King William’s conduct shows 
that he is now warring, not against Napoleon, 
but against France. 
Had he stopped at Sedan 
and proffered peace 
upon 
terms which 
the French 
could 
honorably 
accept 
his 
avowed object would have been believed, and 
all the world would have honored him. 
But 
King William, feeling 
that 
“revenge 
is 
sweet,” is borne along by the brilliant pros­ 
pect of a triumphant entry into Paris and of 
making peace in tbe imperial palace, os the 
First Napoleon did in Berlin. 
Bismarck, as 
the power behind the throne, may be most 
aaxioüS to see history thus repeat itself; but 
this thirst for blood and tLisi I'dit for conquest 
show him to bo more ah ambitious manager 
than a truly great and honorable statesman. 
The destruction of celebrated cities end the 
devastation of the country along the Priissian 
line of march, tbe call for contribations from 
tbe people, together with tbe closing of the 
lines around the walls of Paris and the form­ 
ing of armies to sweep through the interior, 
have driven the French people to adopt not 
only the most vigorous measures for defence, 
but also merciless means for retaliation. 
We read that many of the French troops at 
Slrasbourg refused to surrender their arms 
and threw them into the moat. 
After the 
surrender eight thousand Prussian soldiers 
were quartered upon the citizens, who, natu­ 
rally enough, 
assumed a sullen attitude. 
Bands of free shooters have been active in 
the province, interfering with the Prussian 
communications. 
The* same spirit is mani­ 
fested everywhere in France. 
Attacks have 
been made on several of tbe Prussian outposts 
by the peasantry. 
Near St. Dizier the people 
fired on a detachment of the invading troops, 
killing and wounding many. 
Tbe temper of 
tbe citizens is shown in tbe statement that 
when a strong force was sent to levy a con­ 
tribution of five hundred thousand francs 
for this 
offence, the Mayor aesared the 
commanding officer that they would sooner 
submit 
to 
the 
burning 
of 
the 
town 
than tbe execution of the order, and accord­ 
ingly the town was burned. 
While riding 
in the cortége of the King of Prussia from 
Rheims to Chalons to confer with the Crown 
prince, the Duke of Nassau and one of his 
aides-de-camp were mortally wounded and 
another 
aide-de-camp 
was 
killed 
by an 
ambush of the Francs-Tireurs. These men are 
old soldiers, sportsmen, gamekeepers and others 
In different parts of the country, who are 
practiced in the use of arms, and who volun­ 
teer to perform guerilla service. 
It is not 
unlikely that in the present instance their 
object was to kill, not the Duke of Nassau, 
but the King of Prussia; and, indeed, he 
narrowly escaped, for several bullets struck 
his carriage. 
Petitions from Berlin request 
the 
King not to expose himself. 
With 
this exasperated element active in France, 
in tbe vicinity 
of 
the 
invading armies, 
we should not be surprised to hear any 
day of the assassination of Bismarck or 
King William or some of bis royal command- 
Ine generals. 
Before the surrender of Napo­ 
leon King William was regarded only as the 
enemy of an imperial dynasty; but since 
Sedan and the formation of the French repub­ 
lic he has been looked upon as the enemy of 
an independent people. 
Frenchmen are ex­ 
citable, and if the war continues long and this 
spirit of assassination becomes prevalent the 
King and bis prime minister vUl be QGoataaUj 


in greater danger of personal injury than they 
were in any of tbe bloody battles of tbe war. 


The 
N iiuaiion 
in Cuba—U raduul 
Em aurl- 
p ntlee. 
The law passed by tbe Spanish Cortex and 
promulgated by the Regent Serrano on the 
4th of July last, for tbe partial emanoipatloji 
of persons held to slavery In the islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, has been pubUsbed In 
the official gazette of Havana, and a trans­ 
lation of it is given in to-day’s H e r a ld . 
It 
declares free all children of slave mothers 
born after the publication of the law; all 
slaves who have attained or shall attain the 
age of sixty years; all who have aided the 
Spanish government in the present insurrec­ 
tion, and all who are under the control of the 
State; and it provides that, when Cuba is 
represented in the Spanish Cortes by its own 
deputies, a bill for tbe compensated emanci- 
pation of those then remaining in slavery 
shall be reported by the government. 
The 
law is said to be regarded with unfriendly 
feelings by tbe slaveholders of the island, who 
see in it the first practical step towards the 
complete abolition of slavery in the Antilles. 
Our correspondent in Havana also famishes 
us with a batch of very interesting letters on 
the state of aflkirs in Cuba, which, owing to 
the crowded state of our columns we are un­ 
able to publish. 
From the Information con­ 
tained in these letters we may come to a fair 
estimate of the unsettled condition of things 
throughout tbe island. 
Another storm is 
brewing. 
The Spanish residente In Cuba are 
incensed at 
the 
manner 
in whioh the 
home government has acted towards them. 
In 
an 
address 
just 
issued, 
emaaating 
from tbe Spaniards who have taken up a per­ 
manent residence on the island, the Madrid 
government is soundly berated, denounced as 
treacherous, charged with being corrupt and 
stigmatized as being even in league with tbe 
insurgents. 
The tone of the document in 
question, 
which 
has 
been 
forwarded to 
Madrid, and copies of which are scattered 
profusely throughout the prominent cities and 
towns in the Island, Is iuflammatory in the 
highest degree. 
It denounces those at pre­ 
sent in power in Spain in the most unmea­ 
sured terms. 
It tells Prim & Co. that “ the 
Spaniards here will keep Cuba aud Porto Rico 
Spanish whether you wish or not. 
What care 
we whether you wish it or do not wish it?” 
Indeed the spirit manifested in this document 
reflects very fairly the unsettled state of 
opinion among the Spanish residents in Cuba. 
They are disgusted with Spain, despise Prim, 
bate the Cortes and long for the partial or 
complete autonomy of the island. 
They are 
also believers in the valor and courage of the 
volunteers, call Valmaseda the “ beloved Val- 
maseda.” What may be the result of all the 
disturbing elements which now exist in the 
island it is not very difficult to conjecture. 
So 
far as the i^ujflce 
bope government Is 
concerned, If this feeling increases it will 
shortly amount to nothing In the Island. 
In 
the meantime the Cabans are active. 
Within 
tbe past few weeks two, if not more, success­ 
ful expeditious have been landed on the 
Cuban coast, and arms and ammunition, long 
before this, conveyed to the insurgents. 
Let 
the Spaniards fight among themselves. 
So 
much the better. 
The wider the breach be­ 
tween the Spaniards in Spain and the Spaniards 
in Cuba the nearer approaches the end of the 
Cuban difficulty. 
Let them fight if necessary, 
and while they quarrel among themselves the 
Cuban people, if they are true to themselves, 
can,step in and secure the prize of Cuban in­ 
dependence. ___________________ 


ProvisloiM vs. M en. 
The scarcity of food in Paris is a matter of 
much apprehension to the French. 
With 
the city cut off from sources of supplies there 
is good ground for S'JCh cenccnr. 
If the siege 
should be protracted, as it promises to t>¿, the 
coming winter will find many “hungry French­ 
men” within the wails. 
Visions of starva­ 
tion already appear before their eyes. 
It is 
said that orders have been given to take no 
Prussians prisoners, in view of the fact that 
the food they would consume would be re­ 
quired for the citizens and the garrison. 
Simi­ 
lar orders, we are told, have been issued by 
the Prussians. 
The war will entail an im­ 
mense amount of suffering everywhere in 
France. 
The sword will reap a richer harvest 
this season than the sickle. 
The Prussians, 
having lines 
of communication open and 
France as a forage 
ground, 
may 
“ fare 
sumptuously 
every day,” while the 
poor 
Frenchmen may be reduced to horse and 
sausage meat. 
The ex-Emperor Napoleon 
may have all the delicacies of the season in 
the splendid palace of Wilhelmshohe, while 
thousands of the people whose honor and 
interests he has jeopardized may be starving 
in the streets. 
Such is the fortuue and the 
fate of war. 
It may be that the want of 
bread will prove to the Parisians a more suc­ 
cessful peacemaker than Jules Favre. 


R o y a l 
B u n co m b e.— When the Emperor 
Napoleon started to join his army, in what he 
regarded as a sort of pleasure excursion to 
Berlin, he boasted that he would never return 
to Paris except as a conqueror. 
A few short 
weeks left him a captive iu tbe princely palace 
of Wilhelmshcihe, with a third of his army 
cooped up in the fortified towns of France, 
another third held as prisoners of war, and 
the remnant either killed, wounded or de­ 
moralized fugitives. Aud now comes King Wil­ 
liam uttering the same kind of royal buncombe 
and announcing to his anxious subjects, who 
beseech him not to expos^his valuable life, 
that he will not return to Berlin until the war 
is terminated. 
We are accustomed to this 
sort of vain boasting, having been made 
familiar with it by “ the last ditch” chivalry of 
the South, not very long ago. 
King William 
is not going to expose his life recklessly, and 
his loyal subjects may make their minds easy 
on that point; but it is not so certain that before 
the present war is ended the access to Berlin 
may not be closed against him by a German 
republic, and that he may be as unwelcome a 
visitor in his capital as Napoleon would now 
be in Paris. __________________ _

The demooratic party íiay» kad power la 
the State of New York for some two years. 
We do not recur to the days of De Witt Clin­ 
ton, Silas Wright or WlUlam L. Marcy. 
Their 
policy stamped the character of the State. 
They left the impress of their genius opon the 
institutions of New York, and it has never 
been erased. 
The State of New York is itself an empire. 
Paris fallen. New York city becomes the 
centre of fashion, oroamentaUon, arohlteoture, 
literature and art. 
The fashionable world 
must come here to find what U en rigle or en 
répubiique. 
Henoe the State of New York and 
what Daniel Webster signalized as the “ impe­ 
rial city of New York” are at once laonohed, 
by events in Europe, into the fiill tide that 
leads to the onlmination of whatever is great 
for a great oity in the progress of oivllization. 
Now, would not a good politician think 
tbe business of governing suoh a State and 
such a city enough for present purposes? 
One might judge so, unless the uncurbed 
ambition of reckless men impels them to un­ 
dertake more. 
Tbe democratic party is the prevailing 
influence in the city and State. 
It has un­ 
limited control of the city, and a wave of its 
hand either sends a man to Congress, the 
Legislature, into some local office or Into 
oblivion. 
This party is represented and its 
machinery is moved by a powerful organiza­ 
tion called Tammany Hall. 
A gentleman 
known as “ Boss Tweed” runs that machine. 
He not only makes nominations in the city, 
but throughout the State, and, to judge by a 
recent pipe-laying excursion of his out West, 
it seems as if he looked to the farming oat of 
the Presidential plunder of 1872. 
The coun­ 
try should understand that Boss Tweed, our 
chief of the Department of Public Works; Dick 
'Connolly, the comptroller of the money bags 
of the oity, and Jim Fisk, tbe manager of tbe 
Albany lobby and of Erie, are a trio who have 
no other ambition than to see who can plunge 
his arms deepest into the treasure of other 
people and bring forth the largest amount of 
gain. 
The democratic party of the State of New 
York ought to be well managed. 
But have 
the leaders learned wisdom through tbe cru­ 
cible of defeat? 
The falluro of Seymour at 
the last Presidential election affixes the signet 
of unsuooess if the nomination should perad- 
venture be again imposed upon another New 
Yorker. 
The Western democrats will not 
think of it. 
They esteem tbe leaders of tbe 
New York democracy as only wind-lutes, who 
can only play upon strings that twang from 
the bestowal of sinecure places upon parasites. 
The Western men say to the Eastern and 
Northern democracy, “ Cut aloof from the bad 
and corruptible men who have led you for so 
longa^m e. 
Sever the sound limbi from tbe 
rotten tyunk, and then we may hope for suc­ 
cess In the next Presidential campaign.” That 
is their advice, and that is the advice of those 
who have sagacity enough to foresee that un­ 
less it be followed General Grant will be 
renominated for the Presidency by the repub­ 
licans and triumphantly elected. 
In the meantime we caution the democratic 
leaders who now hold power in this city and 
State to hold on to all they have and beware 
how they look beyond. 


The N ew la th n a s E xplorln s E xpedition. 
Congress made, during its last session, an 
appropriation for the expenses of surveying 
a route for a ship canal across tbe American 
isthmus. 
The Tehuantepec and Nicaragua 
routes were particularly specified as the fields 
of exploration. 
The naval corps for the 
expedition has already been organized and 
will sail about the lOtb of October. 
Captain 
Shufeldt, who is to command tbe expedition, 
will go out on the Kansas. 
In addition to the 
f else!" forming the imall squadron, tbo officers 
of wLlch are 
do the hydrographical work 
on the Atlantic side, ofte of the men-of-war of 
the Pacific squadron wiii *>0 ordered to sail 
from San Francisco for the iaotith of the 
Tehauntepeo river, and its boats will be used 
to sound and survey the large lagpons on the 
Pacific, In order to ascertain with aoouracy 
their adaptability for the construction of a 
harbor. 
If it is found that a good harbor can 
be made, the bar can be cut and a mole pon- 
Btructed as at Suez and at the mouth of the 
Amsterdam Canal on the North Sea. 
There 
is no doubt that the Mexican government 
will accord the necessary permission to make 
the survey, which will be preliminary to other 
more elaborate surveys, to be undertaken 
during this and the next year, with a view to 
determining finally upon the very best route 
for an interoceanio canal.

national and world-wide importance of such 
a canal. 
The recent surveys of the Isthmus 
of Darien rendered a great service to science 
and commerce, if only in eliminating a large 
portion of that isthmus from future inquiry by 
demonstrating the utter impracticability of the 
routes examined at Caledonia, Sassardi and 
San Bias. 
The peculiar advantages claimed 
for the Tehuantepec route have been well set 
forth in the report of Colonel Williams, Chief 
Engineer of the Tehuantepec Railway Com­ 
pany. 
Colonel Williams regards Tehuantepoo 
as the proper place for an interoceanio ship 
canal, because, in tbe first place, no tunnel 
will bo required on the entire route; in ths 
second, it will require no very deep cuttings, 
and, in the third, there is a large extent of con­ 
tiguous territory, with an elevation above the 
'summit, which, it is believed, contains streams 
that will afford water sufficient to supply the 
summit level. 
He adds, in enumefating tbe 
advantages that a ship canal across 
the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec would offer to the 
commerce of the world, and particularly to 
that of the United States (whioh lose, it is 
estimated, at least thlrty-flve million dollars 
every year for the want of such a canal), that 
it debouches into the Gulf of Mexico, our 
own Mediterranean, and by it the products of 
the valley of the Mississippi may be shipped 
from the gulf ports directly to China, Japan, 
the west coast of North and South America 
and the islands of the Pacific, and the Imports 
thence may be brought home to the ports of 
Texas, New Orleans, Mobile, Pensacola, to be 
transshipped to Memphis, Cairo, Louisville and 
Cincinnati and distributed throughout the 
em (tad WesWia gUitei. qyen (o Um 
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frontier ef Brltíeh Amerlc», «t one-third the 
ooit of trensporUtloo of the um e wrtlolea by 
the Paoillo Beilroed. 
Wbeteyer may be the 
immediate reeult of the new ietbmus explor­ 
ing expedition, we feel confident that it will 
ultimately lead to the opening of a ship canal 
fh>m the Atlantic to the Pacific that shall 
prore to be the grand highway of the nations.

Bourbaki’s mysterious escape from Metz, 
bis mysterious appearance in England and his 
mysterious visit to the Empress Eugénie are 
far more interesting than “the mysteries of 
Paris.” It is supposed that the Prussian army 
around Metz connived at Bourbaki’s escape, 
pnd that the object of his trip to England was 
/to consult with the Empress as to future move­ 
ments, with a view to holding Bazaine’s army 
faithful to the cause and service of the empire. 
It is next given out in connection with Bourba­ 
ki’s confidential expedition that between King 
William and his imperial prisoner at WUhelms- 
hahe there is a very good understanding 
^existing, and that a strong belief prevails that, 
with the knowledge and consent of Count Bis­ 
marck, Napoleon and Bazaine are arranging 
some programme of peace with Prussia on the 
basis of the restoration of the empire. 
^*Whe|e t^9j:e jp ^ much smoke there must 
be some fire.” fnlrapport of this conclusion 
we may ask why, with the surrender pf g ^ a - 
bourg, was not the (Jerman army of sixty thou­ 
sand men employed in the siege of that fortified

ing army at Metz? 
Surely, with that army 
o f experienced besiegers, 
with that sfege 
(train from Strasbourg, the smaller city of 
^ etz could have been hammered into a capitu­ 
lation in twenty-four hours; and then the 
besieging army of Strasbourg and that of 
jMetz, say one hundred and forty thousand 
jmen, could have been added to the besieging 
*rmy of Paris or divided between Paris 
And 
the 
column 
moving upon Lyons. 
Instead of 
moving 
the army 
of Stras- 
Ibourg to Metz, however, part of it has 
Ibeen despatched southward to Lyons, and 
part westward to Paris, leaving Bazaine in 
the care of a part of the army of Prince 
Frederick Charles, suflScient to bold Bazaine, 
but not sufficient for a close bombardment. 
fVoa Moltke’s object, in this lenient siege of 
Jdetz, must be either to capture the place 
without spoiling its fortifications or to hold 
^Bazaine for other purposes than a capitulation. 
In short, from all the facts in the case, the 
Prussians are nursing Bazaine at Metz, as a 
medium for the restoration of Napoleon or the 
regency of Eugénie, oiPbbe basis of a treaty of 
peace. 
This is the only satisfactory explana­ 
ción that can be given of the lenient siege of 
Ketz as compared with the remorselessly 
destructive bombardment and reduction of 
Strasbourg. 
We think, too, that seme further 
revelations in this direction may shortly be 
«xpected, impracticable and preposterous as 
appears the scheme of the restoration of the 
Bonapartes. 


A Bad Plaos fo e CBiMiNAts-The Con­ 
necticut State Prison. 
One of the inmates of 
that estabUshment was so disgusted with the 
wholesome réffima to which criminals are sub­ 
jected there that, instead of waiting for an 
opportunity to escape, as he would have done 
if he had been rusticating at Sing Sing, he 
murdered the warden as the official repre- 
(wntative of authority. 
He was tried yesterday 
for the murder, undertook to conduct his own 
defence, then sullenly abandoned the attempt, 
was convicted, sentenced to be hanged, and 
welcomed the 
sentence in 
the 
following 
words:—“ I am perfectly satisfied with the 
result. 
To be hanged will be an act of 
supreme mercy compared to being compoUed 
to live in the Connecticut State Prison.” This 
remarkable speech shows two things—First, 
that there is little hope of any ‘penitence or 
remorse being felt by the murderer; and, 
•econd, that the Conneetiout State Prison is 
conducted so as to be a wholesome terror to 
the criminal classes. 
In that respect, per- 
baps. It might be well for the State of New 
York to take a lesson from Connecticut.

The pro.-iecullon Introduced additional evidence 
to prove the facte of the m urder of Mr. Wiliard. 
The prtooucr following out the Intention declared In 
the m orning of m aking no further defence otfered 
no wltne-ises. The prosecution subm itted the caso 
without argum ent. Wilson was asked by the Court 
If he had any thing to say to the jury, and he replied, 
<‘I have been practically shut off from all defence, 
and have nothing m ore to say. 
Judge Carpenter charged the Jury ooncerning the 
law, and they retired at naif-post two to decide upon 
their verdict.

The siego of Paris, which began to loom 


upon tho Parisians wi'h the disastrous rout of 
the splendid army of MaeMahon on tho Rhine 
frontier, became a certainty (unless avoided 
by n trer.ty of peace) after tho astounding 
oapitulalion of Sedan. 
After Sadowa there 


wiis a ,'roaly of peace which saved the capital 
of A:Htria; but after Sedan, which involved 
t!if overthrow of the responsibla government 
of France and the substitution of a provi- 
sional republic resolved upou the expul- 
sion of the enemy, there was no alternative 
to King William but tho siege of Paris. 
Ac- 


cordingly his resistless army columns from 
Sedan were moved down upon the city. 
They have encircled it, and by an impassable 
Trail of steel they bave isolated it from the 
outside world. They have BO far completed 
the prodigious work of investment in a circuit 
of thirty miles that they are reported as ready 
to commence operations not only upon some 
of the exterior defensive forts, but In tho 
bombardment of the city itself. 


We hare meantime, through tho limited 


aerial mail facilities of balloons and carrier 
pigeons, -information from within the walls, 
that thoujh the city bas two millions of con- 
sumers of provisions, aad is totally cut off 
from all outside sources of supply, it is still 
provided with means of subsistence which may 
be made to hold out for three or four months ; 
that the Ssine, flowing through the city, fur- 
nishes an abundant supply of water, which 
cannot be cut off: that the armed defenders 
within the city's walls and exterior fortifica- 
tions far exceed in number three hundred 
thousand men; that they have an abundance 
of ammunition for small arras and artillery; 
that they are preparing for offensive opera- 
tions ; aad from Tonrs we learn that on the 
Rhone and the Loire other armies are rapidly 
forming to come to the rescne. 
These reports 


of tho state of things in Taris are from the 
city's defenders, who, of course, represent 
their situation in the most favorable light. 
"We really, however, know no more of what is 
going on from day to day ia Paris than, of the 
events transpiring in the inner city of Pekin 
or in the streets of Timbuctoo—a fact which, 
in this boasted epoch of advanced civilization, 
is tho most astounding of tilHhe astounding 
facts of the wonderful nineteenth century. 


Assuming, however, that the internal condi- 


tion of Paris, as represented at Tours through 
those balloon snd pigeon expresses, is sub- 
stantially true, may not General Troohu be 
preparing for a sortie upon which he calcu- 
lates to change the fortunes of the war ? With 
an army of three hundred thousand men at his 
command is it not within Ms power to sally 
out en ma-use upon some weak point of the 
eneraj'9 encircling line aad double it up by 
mere weight of numbers, aa Stonewall Jack- 
son, in an overwhelming flank attack, doubled 
up and pnshed away from Richmond the army 
of McClenaa.'} Some mich brilliant eoijp as 
this may be contemplated by Trochu, ana iu 
the litlle outside skirmishes with the Germans, 
now occurring almost every day, he may be 
training his soldiers for a grand attach; but 
the repeated failures of Bazaiue with his vete- 
ran soldiers in his sorties from Mete are 
rather calc'ilated to discourage than to invite 
any such experiments with the raw troops uf 
Paris. 


General Grant, we are informed from a 


reliable source at Washington, "so far from 
uttering a dcubfc, as alleged, with reference to 
the Prussians being able to capture Paris, to-day 
(October n) expressed the opinion that they 
would bo successful, judging by all the mili- 
tary circumstances." General Grant thinks 
that from "all tho military circumstances" 
Paris will have to capitulate, or that it will be 


Icon by the investing German army; and this 


opinion, from the hero of the sieges of Vicks- 
burg and of Petersburg and Richmond, will 
command universal attention and respect. 
Assuming that the issue of the siege will 
establish the soundness of this opinion, arid 
that Paris, a month or two or three months 
henoe. from the combined pressure of isola- 
tion, bombardment, hunger and internal dis- 
orders, will be reduced to a surrender, what 
then? Will the government at Tours succumb 
and ask for peace or an armistice, or will it 
be still controlled by the implacable and im- 
nraeticabls 'Teds" in favor of war to "the 
last ditch?" 


We think it altogether probable that the full 


of Paris will bring even the most virfeat of 
the members of the existing French govern- 
ment to terms of peace, with the conviction 
that further resistance will only entail upon 
France further losses, sufferings and humilia- 
tions. 
Count Bismarck has emphatically 


declared that Prussia has nothing to do with 
the business of establishing the local govern- 
ment of France, but that short of a responsi- 
ble or regular government Prussia must hold 
.soiae material guarantees in entering into 
a treaty of peace. That the present provi- 
sional establishment of France, with or before 
the capture of Paris, will be brought into such 
stipulations for peace as will save France from 
further misfortunes, and secure to her the 
republic, we can hardly doubt. Meanwhile 
•we cannot dismiss the conviction that England, 
Russia and Austria, acting conjointly at this 
crisis with Prussia and with France in behalf 
of peace, would speedily put an end to this 
disastrous and deplorable war.

Tile War Situation—The Uhlan Pordon of 


ViiliMtca. 


The great war in France is becoming almost 


tediously monotonous. 
Tho preparations for 


the bombardment of Paris are almost com- 
pleted, and until that bombardment commences 
wo must content ourselves with desultory ac- 
counts of skirmishes here and there, the pro- 
gress of the movement south and the detached 
operations of the uhlans and the tireurg. The 
grand strategic opsrations aro evidently con- 
cluded. Von Moltke's work is done. Tho 
resisting power of France is penned up in 
Paris and Metz, and there is nothing for the 
Prussians to do but to hammer it to death by 
persistent blows. To use a pugilistic simile, 
Prussia has France's head in chancery. There 
is no skilful parrying accessary, no scientific 
thmsis—nothing but heavy pounding. 


Tho uhlans continue their raids with the 


audacity for which this admirable force of the 
Prussian cavalry has made itself famous. 
They attacked St. Just, just above Clermont, 
about thirty miles north of Paris, on the 28fch, 
andheld possession of the town, although they 
had a sharp fight frith the Garde Mobile 
to get it. 
They now occupy Clermont 


and Breteuil, and will soon hold Amiens 
and NeufohateL 
They have Very recently 


been operating between Beauraia and Rouen 
west of Evrenx and in the neighborhood of 
Chartres, Pithiviera and Fontaineblean, so that, 
as a glance at the map will show, they form 
almost an unbroken cordon, counting the 
heavy infantry forces at Soissons and Chalons, 
around Paris, an advanced line of pickets 
forty milea outside of their own investing line, 
A sharp Sght is said to await them in the 
neighborhood of Rouen, where Gardes Mobiles 
are congregating with Orders lo prevent the 
formation of this cordon of videttea at any 
cost. 
Orders have been issuod from Lillo 


directing the Garde Mobile to withdraw before 
the advance of any heavy body of uMaos, 
probably with a view to concentrating at 
Rouen for that purpose. 


The Sght at Chateau Gaillard, near Fon- 


tainehleau, on the 4th, is reported to have been 
an important defeat of the Prussians, com- 
pelling them to evacuate Pithiviers. It was, 
however, merely a snap of the Snger to ihe 
investing lines about Paris.

pondent at Versailles, in fact, says that no 
strong movement against the besiegers can bo 
made by Southern France for a long time ;o

Ci!iS2D BT A FEESCH GUSBOAT.—Tiers 
seems to be no doubt of the fact thai Che 
Hamburg steamer Westphalia, trhich left this 
port last Wednesday, was chased by the 
French gunboat La Touche Treville, but 
having '.he advantage of her adversary in 
point of speed she managed to keep her at a 
respectful distance and to escape her alto- 
gether. It seems tbat the La Toueho Trevilie 
convoyed the Ville de Paris for soma distance 
out to sea, and that, sighting the Westphalia 
some forty miles from the Highland Light, the 
Frenchman attempted to intercept her, but 
failed by a gup of four milts, aad, abandoning 
the chase, returned to port yesterday morn- 
ing, where she will probably await another 
chance of renewing the chase on another Ger- 
man vessel. It is very questionable whether 
this partial blockade of the port of a neutral 
is authorized by international law. If it is it 
shows that that law moat certainly needs 
revision and correction. 
American sympa- 


thies are largely with the French republic in 
the present war, but such an embargo on the 
free commerce of our ports is not calculated 
to strengthen those sympathies. 


Iff THE YOUXO DEMOCRACY had had brains

Patriotism is a sentiment deep-rooted in the 


human soul. Notwithstanding tho terrible de- 
feats of the French army, from the Rhino to 
the Seine, France to-day presents to all the 
world tho splendid spectacle of a people de- 
termined to defend their beautiful capital to 
tho last, and to do all that can be douo to 
regain for the nation what imperial imbecility 
has lost. However much we may admire tho 
strategy and strength which have brought the 
Prussian armies to the walls of Paris, we 
cannot fail to feel the sad condition to which 
the French as a people have been brought, and 
to sympathize with them in their efforts to 
drive the arrogant invader from their soil. It 
was supposed that after the surrender of Mac- 
Mahon's army and tho Emperor Napoleon at 
Sedan, Strasbourg and Metz would immedi- 
ately capitulate, and the war be at an end. 
But Strasbourg made a stubborn resistance, 
and Metz slill maintains a determined attitude. 
Paris, with Hj barricades and bastions, 
accepts the alternative of a protracted siege, 
and tho French people everywhere are rising 
to resist what now appears to be the Prussian 
policy of the complete humiliation of the people 
and the dismemberment of France, Reports 
from the seat of war s'aow that, though the 
French battalions have 
been broken, the 


fragments that escaped have not lost their 
vitality, and that these, reorganized, are still 
capable of presenting lo the foe a poweriul and 
determined front. Fugitives from many fatal 
fields have had a common rendezvous with 
fresh troops 5n Paris, where half a million 
men, 
behind elaborate fortifications, will de- 


fend the capital and endeavor to restore the 
fame of France. 


Tie government at Tonrs is disposed to 


raake a levy en, masse to meet the victorious 
columns of the Prussians ; but, while the people 
in the rear of the German armies may wisely 
consider it inexpedient to respond universally 
to this call, independent bands will un- 
doubtedly harass 
the 
armies of invasion 


and occasionally pounce upon their flanks. 
In the movements of grand armies guerilla 
warfare is despised. 
It is an evidence of 


weakness rather thin of strength. In itself 
It has not an honorable place in military 
science. 
Generally speaking a guerilla is 


little better than a spy. 
Capture entails oa 


each the probability of certain death. But 
guerilla warfare is an auxiliary to which the 
people of an. invaded country often find it 
necessary to resort. It has played an impori- 
ant part in sanguinary aJrife, especially in pro- 
tracted wars. Had King Theodores used aorae 
of his barbarian bands along tho line leading 
into the interior of his country the British 
arruy would have had a less easy and triumph- 
ant march through Abyssinia to Magdala, and. 
he might not have ha'J to blow out his royal 
barbarian t>r«ins in the desperation of defeat. 


The evident intention of tbo Prussians to 


seitle down for some time in France, aa tha 
Au3tr)"un8 did ia Italy in ISiS, already sug- 
gests to fche French people the necessity of 
harassing them at every tavoraWc- poUu.

These men are 
oldsoldiers, sportsmen,gamekeepers and others 
in different parts of the country, wbo are 
practiced in the use of arms, and who volun- 
teer to perform guerilla service. It is not 
unlikely that in tho present instance their 
object was to kill, not the Duke of Nassau, 
but the King of Prussia; and, indeed, he 
narrowly escaped, for several bullets struck 
hia carriage. Petitions from Berlin request 
the King not to expose himself.

this exasperated element active in France,

of the invading 'armies, 


we should not bo surprised to hear any 
day of the assassination of Bismarck or 
King "William or some of his royal commaad- 
ine generals. Before the surrender of Napo- 
leon King William was regarded only as the 
enemy of an imperial dynasty; but since 
Sedan and the formation of the French repub- 
lic he haa been looked upon as tho enemy of 
an independent people. Frenchmen are ex- 
citable, and if tho war continues long and this 
spirit of assassination becomes prevalent the

The law passed by the Spanish Cortes, and 


promulgated by the Regent Serrano on tho 
•ith of July last, for tho partial emancipation 
of persons held to slavery in tho islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, has been published ia 
the official gazette of Havana, and a trans- • 
lation of it is given in to-day's HKUALD. 
It 


declares frea all children of slavo toothers 
born after tlia publication of the law ; all 
slaves who have attained or shall attain the 
age of sixty years ; all who have aided the 
Spanish government in the present insurrec- 
tion. and all who are under the control of tho 
State; anil it provides tbat, when Cuba is 
represented in the Spanish Cortes by its own 
deputies, a bill for the compensated emanci- 
pation of those then remaining in slavery 
shall be reported by the government. The 
law is said to be regarded with unfriendly 
feelings by the slaveholders of the island, who 
see in it the Srst practical step towards tho 
complete abolition of slavery ia the Antilles. 


Our correspondent in Havana also furnishes 


us with a batch of very interesting letters on 
the state of affairs in Cuba, which, owing to 
the crowded state of our columns wa are un- 
able to publish.

It tolls Prim & Co. that "the 
Spaniards here will keep Cuba aad Porto Rico 
Spanish whether you wish or net. What care 
•vv'e whether you wish it or do not wish it?" 
Indeed the spirit manifested iu this document 
reflects very fairly the unsettled state of 
opinion among the Spanish residents iu Cuba. 
They are disgusted with Spain, despise Prim, 
hato the Cortes and loag for the partial or 
complete autonomy of the id! and. They are 
also believers in the valor aad courage of the 
volunteers, call Valinaseda ths "beloved Val- 
maseda." What may be the result of all the 
disturbing elements which now exist in the 
island it is not very difficult to conjecture. So 
fur as the inlliioiise of the horns government ia 
concerned, if this feeling iuvrcapea it will 
shortly amount to nothing in the island. In 
the ruuaatinic the Cubans are active. Within 
the past few weeks two, if not more, success- 
ful expeditions bave bean landed on the 
Cuban coast, and arras and ammunition, long 
before this, conveyed to the insurgents.

Shnfeldt, who is to command the expedition, 
will go out on the Kansas. In addition to tha 
vebSels forming the small squadron, the officers 
of which are to do the bydrographicol work 
on the Atlantic side, one of the men-of-war of 
the Pacific squadron will be ordered to sail 
from San Francisco for the month of tho 
Tehauntepec river, and i!s boits will be used 
to sound and survey the largo lagoons on tha 
Pacific, in order to ascertain vrith accuracy 
their adaptability for the construction of a 
harbor.

The recent surveys of the Isthmus 
of D'jrien rendered a great service to sc^enco 
and commerce, if only in eliminating a large 
portion of that isthmus from future inquiry by 
demonstrating the utter impracticability of the 
routes examined at Caledonia, Sanaardi and 
San Bias. The peculiar advantages claimed 
for the Teeuaatepec routo have been well set 
forth in the report of Colonel Williams, Chief 
Engineer of the Tehuantepec Railway Com- 
pany. Colonel Williams regards Tehuautepeo 
as the proper place for an interoceanic ship 
canal, because, in the first place, no tunnel 
will be required on the entire rout*; in tha 
second, it will require ao very deep cuttings, 
and, in the third, there is a large extent of con- 
tiguous territory, with an elevation above tha 
summit, which, it is believed, contains streams 
that will afford water sufficient to supply tha 
sumaiitlovel. He adds, in enumerating lha 
advantages that a ship canal across 
tho 


Isthmus of Tehnantepco would offer to tha 
commerce of the world, and particularly to. 
that of tho United Statea (which lose, it ia 
estimated, at least thirty-five million dollars 
every year for the want of such a canal), that 
it debouches into the Gulf of Mexico, our 
own Mediterranean, and by it tha products of 
the valley of the Mississippi may be shipped 
from the gulf ports directly to China, Japan, 
the west coaat of North and South America 
and the islands of the Pacific, and the imports 
thence may be brought home to tha ports of 
Texaa, New Orleans, Mobile, Pensacola, to ba 
transshipped to Alemphis, Cairo, Louisville and 
Cincinnati and distributed throughout 
tlxi 


Southern, aod Wsafrjra States, wo, to '.ha 
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frontier of British America, at one-third the 
cost of transportation of tbc same articles by 
the Pacific Railroad. Whatever may be tlio 
Immediate result of tho now isthmus explor-

HIE LAST SIGHS OF A HAUGHTY NATION. 


The Gavlols gives the following extract ironi a 


letter written by the person charged by MuciiaUoa 
to carry despatches to Marshal Bazaine:— 


On the evening of the battle of Sedan, at half-past 


lour, tbe Prince of Saxony, who was at J.a CJUapeUe, 
a little village near tbe Belgian frontier, said to 
somepsrsons of tnat nation:—"Yon hear, peace- 
men, 
those last cannon shots; well, they are Uie last 


sighs of that haughty France, tbat nation once so 
great and so proud V' So, Prince, what you heard 
was only The last sigh of the empire. And you 
would have no aoubc on the subject weie you to 
hear the cry which ror a w&eK past has resoundei 
from one end of France to the otlicr, the sane that 
was pronounced by our fathers In 1792. and winch 
made Europe recoil—name'.v, "Tiie country is in 
danger—to arm* !" i went through the uieef: or 
Sedan the whole night, ana gave the word, "Every 
one to Paris." Th'jre were at Sedan about 55.CGO 
prisoners: out in the course of the uigat 12,0011 
escaped. The Prussians Killed about 200 of them, 
but the rest got off. Several ofllcers succeeded in 
gaining Belgium in plain clothes, and train which 
brought me ro Paris held about sixty who had pot 
away without anything. Tho Prussians nave uot 
taken a simile French flag. All ours were con- 
cealed or burned. I myself saved three rrom sedau.
